WASHINfITON. IA‘I The sen¬ 
ate refiiseii today to v/rite a con¬ 
demnation of sit-down strikes into 
the Giiffey-Vinson coal hill. 

It rejected an amendment de- 
nouncinfi sit-downs as "illegal and 
contrary to sound public policy." 
The vote wa.s 4S to :i6. 

The amendment was introduced 
by Senijtor liyrnes ID., S. C.) and 
was fought bitterly by administra¬ 
tion leaders who claimcMl tliat any 
senate expre.ssion on sit-down 
^trikes should be made in an in¬ 
dependent re.solution and not in 
connection willi the coal bill. 

Defeat of the Byrnes ameml- 
ment clima,xed several days of de¬ 
bate in which .some adherents of a 
quick vote on the proposal argued 
the senate should not .sidestep or 
lelay the strike i.s.sue for any 
reason.

“You've got Buergers Disea.se," 
they told him. 

It was worse than a death .sen¬ 
tence. Tim was condemned to be 
eul to pieces, inch by inch, until 
death came an a relief, because 
Buergers and allied disea.sc.s of the 
cireniatory sy.stem have defied 
medical .science for iiOOO year.s. 
There is no <ure. All that is 
known is the appearance and the 
eonsequences. 

S(s‘ks Advice 

It was odd how the thing 
started. At first Tim had a pain 
in the calves of his legs, and he 
thought it might he fallen arches. 
Then .started his long trek from 
doctor to doctor, from noteti sur¬ 
geon to famous specialist. But 
none of them knew the trouble. 
Which wa.sn’t their fault, becau.se 
the disease is one of the rarest. 

Tim developed a small hli.ster on 
one of his U«-s. Then the too dried 
up and .started dropping off, little 
by little, leaving the bone exposeil. 
i.ator the trouble spead to the up- 
jier part of his right foot. He wa.s 
in Huch constant, nnbi’arable pain 
lliat he eould not .sleep, day or 
nigtii, even for a few moments, 
ile.spite liberal injections of mor- 
|)hine.

^ They operaterl on Tim five times. 
The first two were on the legs, 
the surgeons cutting deeply to 
.sla.sh the nerves in the legs. This 
v.as .suppo.sed to .stop the jiain. Hut 
it didn't. Then they cut clear 
tlirough his atidomen to the back- 
lione, where oilier nerves were

slashed. But that didn't help. Then 
the .surgeons cut deeper into the 
legs to reach other nerve.s. But 
that didn’t do any good. And then, 
about two weeks ago, they chop¬ 
ped off his leg, seven inche.s be¬ 
low the knee. This wound i.s not 
yet healed. 

In many other ca.se3 they have 
cut off fingers and toes, then feet 
and hand.s, until nothing is left 
but a torso and a head. Victims of 
I the di.sease usually are glad to get 
rid of the member.s that caii.se 
I them such excruciating pain. But 
other growth.s from within the 
body, and eventually the victim 
dies. 

Healing Springs 

Tim i.s interested in a queer 
body of water three miles long by 
cne mile wide lying in the entrance 
to the state of Wa.shington's 
famous Brand Coulee, known by 
the Indians as the “healing 
; springs.’’ Here the government 
: sends war veterans, who find .some 
I relief by bathing in and drinking 
the water of .Soap lake, us it is 
: ci lied. But Tim ha.sn’t much 
i chance of getting there. He isn't 
I a veteran. And he’s spent a lot of 
money with doctors already. 

^ Tim had hoped his five oper- 
istions would halt the spread of 
I the dread disease. But now the toe- 
' nails on his left foot are starting 
to turn a funny eolor. And they 
are so .sore that even the touch 
of bedclothes is iinbearahlc. Fing- 
er.s of his hands are starling to 
bother him. 

But nobody would know of the 
strange thing that has happened to 
Tim Rowary. Not even if they stop 
, every day at his little cigar stand 
'at .'ill West k'oiirth .street to buy 
I cigarets and matches and chewing 
; gum. Because Tim is brave and a 
, g( od sport. The .same grin that 
; gleets his two little girls when 
they .stop to .see him greets all his 
: friends when they stop by.

One healtliy sheep will pick more 
of the jirecious flowers in one nay 
than many familie.s of women an*l 
chilflren. I am of the personal 
opinion that either this legisla¬ 
tion is the work of .some one who 
wants free f^Kxl for his sheep, or 
else of some person or persons 
woefully ignorant of their sub¬ 
ject.

Future of the Sitdown Strike? 

S TOP 10 people on the street and probably nine of them 
will agree with you that the sitdown strike is an illegal 
violation of trespass laws. But will this viewpoint grad¬ 
ually change to the opposite extreme?

Cutting the County’s Main Highway 

S ANTA ANA can well afford to go to bat alongside Ful¬ 
lerton, Anaheim and the whole north end of the county 
against the annoying way in which the state highway de¬ 
partment has erected its stop sign at the junction of the 
new Manchester boulevard and Highway 101. 

The department is forcing southbound traffic on 
Highway 101 to stop, giving motorists on the new road 
the right of way. 

This apparently is a topsy-turvy state of affairs, since 
Highway 101 feeds the county .seat from Fullerton, Ana¬ 
heim, Whittier and the entire north end of the county; 
whereas, Manchester boulevard is merely a cut-off from 
Los Angeles which carries a high percentage of truck 
traffic. 

We do not know on what basis the highway depart¬ 
ment justifies severing the main route of thousands of 
motorists to Santa Ana and the beach area, but we would 
be glad to hear the reason. 

According to the Fullerton News-Tribune, some influ¬ 
ential Los Angeles group appears to be at work through 
remote-control of local affairs. 

At any rate, the highway department should either 
prove to the satisfaction of Orange county that such 
an arrangement is wise and proper or it should reverse 
the situation and put the stop sign on Manchester boule¬ 
vard instead of on the county’s major through artery.
